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Last week the CSI issued a directive which could radically 
alter the shape of Formula One this year. They announced 
that all Grand Prix organisers must accept all entries and 
that the fastest qualifiers, whoever they might be, will start, 
the number being the maximum allowed to start on the par- 
ticular circuit. If the organisers do not comply with this 
directive then they will lose their World Championship 
status for the following year. 

Such a directive from’ the organising body has been ex- 
pected for some time following the large increase in entries 
during the last few months. Dean Delamont and Basil 
Tye of the RAC spoke for the non-F1 Association members 
who have not been getting entries at the CSI last week and 
presented a letter from Ray Jessop of the “ non-Associa 
tion,” stating that there was a restrictive practice being 
operated by the Association, The CSI, who until now have 
bowed to virtually all the Association's requests, have 
apparently turned against them. 

This directive cannot be rescinded until the CSI next 
meet, in three months’ time, and between now and the end 
of the season politics in Fl are likely to piay a larger part 
than cars or drivers. 

The Fl Association are.of course upset by this directive 
as it threatens everything they have worked hard for over 
the past few years (and it must be said that they have built 
F1 into what it is at the moment), however, it can only serve 
to make FI racing even more competitive. It should rule out 
the rent-a-drive, starting money specials which a number of 
teams, who are members of the Association, have. been 
known to enter on occasions. Basically if they want to con- 
tinue to run more than one car and have them qualify then 
they have got to have a competitive driver. On the other 
hand the new ruling must not be seen as a go-ahead for 
anybody to race an Fl car. To prevent this happening there 
ought to be some sort of qualification for drivers before they 
can compete, ie, winning two sports car, F2 or F5000 events, 
If a driver has achieved this status then it is fairly certain 
that in attempting to qualify he will not get in the way of 
those more experienced than himself 

The one big problem, from the Fl Association viewpoint, 
about the qualifying system is of course that one of the 
“name” drivers, around whom much of the race promotion 
may be centred, may for a reason beyond anyone's control, 
not qualify. This situation is likely to arise more often now 
and the Association are basically worried because their 
chances of qualifying their 22 cars for the 20 money paying 
grid places will be diluted 

The biggest problem for the organisers is how to decide 
who qualifies to take part in the qualifications, so to speal 
Taking Dijon as an example, the circuit can only start 22 
cars, while there may be as many as 36 cars present in 
practice and they cannot go out together. There are a 
number of solutions to this: split practice sessions, qualify- 
ing heats, or the new Brands Hatch method of accepting all 
those with championship points and allocating one hour on 
the first day of practice for the rest to stake their claim to 
be included in the limited numbers allowed to do the full 
practice. (see Pit and Paddock),

Hoof prints in the sands

Even in early testing there the Ferraris showed they had the right horses for the Zandvoort 
course, and during official practice they pranced around faster still. Niki Lauda set pole a 
Second quicker than his greatest Ford-powered rival, Emerson Fittipaldi, and it was clear 
kind of misfortune would prevent him running away with the Dutch GP. 
In fact, only real problem on race day was pressure applied persistently by his 
distinetiy antipathetic “teammate” Clay Regazonni. That made it a harder race than it might 
have been otherwise, for Niki was forced to drive flat out virtually the whole way to hold a 
cushion over the second B3—an effort that incidentally earned him the votes for Marlboro’s 
Prix Rouge et Blanc. Despite the heated pace, neither his nor Regga’s machines faltered at 
all, and they put up an even more thorough demonstration of prowess than when they 
dominated the Spanish GP two months ago. This was one of those races which merely put a 
rubber stamp on a situation that had been obvious before the starting flag 
Behind the “Fire Engines,” though, the Ford-race was pretty good. Fittipaldi won out 
narrowly, his third place overall earning him just enough points to stay one ahead in the 
World Championship from Lauda—this at the exact mid-point of the season. At the start, 
Emerson's Marlboro-Texaco MeLaren fell back from ts third rid position behind Mike 
Hallwood's Yardleymac and the Elf Tyrrelis of Patrick Depailler and Jody Scheckter, but 
Emerson worked himself up again by the end. Depailler moved up to lead the bunch at 
‘one stage, but then fell back with developing oversteer to sixth by the finish. Hallwood and 
Scheckter, however, stayed crammed tight behind Fittipaldi all the wai 
Just out of the points but still on the winner's lap was John Watson, who, despite several 
minor problems, drove another magnificent race hooked on (o the tails of the big works teams 
his year-old private Hexagon Brabham not incidentally soundly trouncing the works cars. 
‘Those two both finished, as did the John Player Lotus Team and the Beta March entry, but 
all suffered “handling problems” (for which one may usually read “tyre problems") as wel 
Sundry other causes for delay in the pits which put them back several laps. At least they 
finished, where as the larger half of the 25 starters failed to do even that, 
twas despite the large numbers of troubles a safe race, so thankfully the elaborately 
improved Zandvoort fire marshalling system never had to be used; there was, however, 
total of three drivers eliminated as a result of two separate first-lap shunts. For the Goody 
‘Tyre and Rubber Company, this was the 25th consecutive Grand Prix success. For Ford and 
Cosworth this happened to be the 91st GP since they started together on this same circuit 
seven years ago; the DFV has won 72 of all those races.

ENTRY & PRACTICE 


There was really only one story about the 
Dutch Grand Prix and you spell It FERRARI 
Sometimes one type of car does overwhelm 
every other, but usually the other entrants 
can wring out some kind of cold comfort 
from creative use of the magic phrase, “yes, 
but.” This time there wasn't much scope for 
even that. In Holland the best Ferrari was 
mare than a second better than the best Ford 
during practice, and in the frst five laps of 
the race it pulled out eight seconds. It did 
it in @ visually effortless manner, it was 
backed up by an identical car, and neither 
machine missed a beat during a race that 
hhad the majority of challengers out of it well 
before the end. Maranello carried off a total 

Discounting the thoroughness of the rout, 
this has not actually been a new situation 
this season, For several reasdns, perhaps, 
the latest generation of Fl cars are so com: 
petitive, which means so much alike, that the 
Sifferences between individual racing circuits 
fare being magnified. During the first half of 
the season various driver/ear combinations 
have tended to stand out at a particular place, 
only t0. be superseded by someone else's 
effort at the next place, The cars themselves 
don't change very much between circuits, 
and the drivers are all to a standard; it has 
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to be the circuits. 

As for why the Ferrari horse ran so well 
over the sand dunes of Holland, it seemed to 
be a happy blend of qualities. Other de 
signers pointed out the 312 B3 good points: 
Well-sorted chassis which allow the drivers 
to push out to the limits on the sort of 
corners where time is saved: the flat engine 
Which keeps the weight low and allows good 
airflow over the top of the car, a particularly 
helpful power curve for a circuit which 
demands’ compromises in gearing—"We've 
been changing our own ratios between every 
practice session,” remarked one designer, 
Mteying to find the best combination.” 

Rival drivers, those who managed to follow 
one of the Ferraris around at least part 


lap, ‘reported that "their engines are very 
good and they're getting out of the fast bits 
Very quickly, and there aren't any slow 
places where they seem to be bad.” 

Lauda himself explained the matter simply: 
We're lucky here because it’s a unifurm kind

of cireult, We always go well when we can 
set the car up to do one thing.” 

‘That the Ferraris showed this kind of 
superiority at this circuit’ was especially 
ironic in view of the great efforts made by 
their opposition for this event. An unusual 
number of new developments were being tried 
in Holland. (Not counting yet other develop- 
ments in the political area! No, we cannot 
forget this so integral part of motor “sport.”) 

Trojans had found their initial entry re 
fused, just as for Sweden, but this time Ron 
Tauranac fought back by ‘asking the RAC to 
Intercede with the CSI, and on the Wednes- 
day, two days before frst practice, he was 
sent a message welcoming him after all. The 
T1O1 which arrived showed the fruit of much 
labour, chiefly around the nose section. The 
original enveloping shroud was gone, re 
placed by a single full-width aerofoil not un- 
like those on the Ferraris. The twinned front 
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radiators were still in place. served now by 
Simple scoups below the wing The car car 
tied out a full practice. but unhappily Ti 
Schenken achieved only the 26th best driver 
starting time, and so was ineligible to race. 
“We're frankly 2 day late.” said Tauranac. 
‘although we've finally got everything just 
about sorted out. It's quicker than betore 
down the straight. it's handling well, it's 
going quite well—it’s just not fast enough 

The driver, in something of a blue mood after 
it was all done with, offered a novel entry 
in the famous Tim Schenken Book of Excuses 
Maybe I'm slow...” That didn't ting true. 
The Trojan team is vne that deserves a fuller 
chance to shine. 


The lowest placed car on the final grid 
just 0.3 quicker than the Trojan, was a BRM 
“out part of the politics of the meeting re 
volved around it being the “wrong” BRM. 


Francois Migault’s 25th-place time was actu 
ally setup on Friday, when he was using the 
team’s now very aged PI60. A controversial 
reshuffling of cars put Migault into a P201 
for Saturday, when a combination of dixcou 
aging mechanical factors—overheating engine, 
lack of quick tyres—prevented him bettering 
his position.

Pescarolo (wh 
Qualified it 24th best) but after # long meet 
Ing with the organisers the decision was, 4s 
Timm Parnell put it firmly, “A BRM is a BRM, 
Migault went to the start in the P201 on the 
basis of his P160 time. 

The core of the “controversial reshuffling’ 
in the BRM team was Jean-Pierre Beltolse 
exercising his contractual prerogative | as 
team leader to choose whichever car he 
thought best. After trying both the P201s 
in the first part of Friday's practice he 
decided on. the second chassis built, which 
had been used previously by Pescarolo. Un- 
fortunately the original tub was physically 
too tight @ ft at the hips for Henri to drive. 
sb perforce he had to accept the single P160. 
Except that the Le Mans winner refused to 


accept i He actually was on his way out 
OF the circuit, bag in hand, when he was per 
suaded by Louis Stanley to come back—for 


this race, at least. Meanwhile Beltolse was 
plugging on with his choice which, however 
Tike Migault’s was. troublesome, its most 
spectacular disgrace being a smokey and fiery 
ll leak at the critical point of last practice 
His time to then placed him 16th on the grid. 
About the BRMs themselves there were 90 
novelties, not even the new engine 

The Iso-Marlboros were not having a good 
meeting, Van Lennep. as related, just’ did 
‘not go fast enough to Gualify, a great pity in 


view of is fine 6th-place finish last year, 
Arturu Merzario, who earlier in the year bad 
dune some good things with the isu, was 
ill in distinet pain with his broken knuckle.

This was 
the only trouble that he had with his car 
except for a spring shackle thaz came loose 
earlier and had to be tightened,

The big race?... 


Most people's impression of Le Mans this 
‘year was that it was pretty much a non-event. 
Many had written it off before it even took 
place because no one, they reckoned, could 
possibly overcome the might of the four. 
car Matra steamroller. Well, they weren't 
entirely wrong, but they did underestimate 24 
hours of competitive racing, during which, 1 

ntly calculated, an engine will turn over 
something like 9,750,000 times, and that's a lot 
of turning over. 

So Matra might have looked the likely and 
probably winners from the start up to the 
moment that two dropped out within minutes 
with blown engines, Well, there's always two 
more of course, and they seemed to be running. 
like trains. Behind them, the Porsche turbo 
was running too like a train, while the remain. 
Ing Gulf was running OK apart from its ev 
joint trouble. And then the second Matra 
had problems with the leaking head gasket 

1s far as my Imagination was concerned, 
this opened up the whole race. But the 
drama the next morning when the Pescarolo/ 
Larousse car made an unscheduled stop with 
ignition trouble, and then at the same time 
the Gulf came in and couldn't restart, counter 
acted all the tediousness of the entry... It 
‘after all, a race of endurance, and 1 don't 
think anyone should wipe out that fact just 
because four cars are entered which all seem 
better than the rest. Then of course, the 
lending car again came into the pits with 
gearbox trouble ; yet more drama for when it 
Went out, there was still over four hours to 
go, and it was on the same lap as the Porsche 
‘Turbo of Muller/van Lennep. This too had 
problems, while the Gulf soldiered on around 
the track never entirely reliable due to the 
evi problems mentioned. 

Now maybe my own information service 
was better than most of those put together 
for. national, international and” on circuit 
media, but as far as 1 was concerned, it wi 
f thoroughly good event. Whether there's a 
ear walkover for a team or it has to race 
hard for its victory, it is still endurance that 
should be foremost in the mind of those 
watching. After all, with eight hours gone 
there's still the equivalent of a couple of 
1000 kms races to run, and I need hardly tell 
you that many cars’ can't even last that 
distance once! 

jowever, what was interesting was that 
both the crowd and the personnel in the press 
box slowly warmed to the event as it pro- 
Bressed despite earlier qualms and there was 
a very favourable reception for all finishers 
when they eventually crossed the line at fou 
O'clock, Of course, the finishing scenes will 
always be immense whoever it is, and this 
year the crowd's darling was Pescarolo, having 
established a hat trick only equalled by Wolf 
Barnatto and Phil Hill. But in 1976, entries 
should be seen to flood in again as the Vingt 
Quatre Heures du Mans receives the re- 
modelled championships. Whether the entry 
does come up to expectations, there's no doubt 
that the intrigue and problems will still be of 
immense interest so don’t wipe out the race as

Liddon’s marathon task 


John Davenport interviews 
HENRY LIDDON — organiser 
of the UDT World Cup Rally 


Henry, when you started working on the 
UDT World Cup Rally, did you have any ides 
what it was going to involve? 

For me, no: no idea at all. You see 1 started 
with the briet of making the route work 
and at that time it was going through the 
Middle East trouble spots, so even as late a: 
November when 1 started physically making 
the road notes south across the Sahara to 
Kano in Nigeria, 1 had no idea that 1 would 
be involved to such an extent as I qurned 
out to be. 

So when you started, the idea was that you 
were going to make a road book which 
would ‘cover the rou through the 
Middle East and Russia? 

‘That's right. It was not until we actually 
got down as far as Kano that we discovered 
that we could not pass through the Lake 
Chad area, You cannot get through there 
because of political and tribal problems. This 
fg really the main reason why’ the rally had 
to wind up with the configuration of a *¥ 
returning back to the Mediterranean from 
Kano. Unfortunately, you cannot miss the 
Lake Chad region by going to the south at 
that time of year as the rains make the roads 
practically impossible for conventional road 
transport. And you cannot go to the north 
fas there are no roads at all. So it was Chad 
that stopped the original concept and not 
the Middle East War. 

You and Jim Gavin did a pretty complete 
reece. Did you run into any problems? 
No. We went very well prepared. To start 
with, we had a superb car which was built 
by Ford at Boreham. It was in fact one of last 
year’s Scottish Rally cars; it was a rally 
car in every respect, hand built as they 
always are, but with a Pinto engine in place 
of the usual BDA engine. Really that was the 
only change; a Pinto engine and a larger 
radiator. From the car side of that trip, 
the only problems that we had were the fai 
ure of the new radiator mounting brackets 
and we had some trouble with the front 
‘suspension. Apart from this, the odd sandstorm 
and getting stuck a couple of times, we had 
@ trouble-free run. 

‘You had anticipated most of the problems 
concerned with petrol, drinking water and 
tyres? 

Yes. We 


went very heavily laden and 1 


believe that it was because of this that we 
ran Into problems with the front suspension. 
We took camping equipment and plenty of 
food—indeed we had food for almost a month 
for the two of us. We also took twelve 
gallons of water whereas for the actual rally 
we only stipulated that competitors must carry 
three gallons per person, Looking back, one 
could Say that perhaps this figure of three 
gallons is too much if nothing goes wrong. 
Bue it can be too little if you do get stranded 
‘out there in the desert. Consequently, we felt 
Justified in asking the competitors to carry 
so much weight of water. On our recce ca 
as I said, we had much more and in addi 

we had supplies, spare wheels and equipment 


for a very long trip including a forty-five 
gallon petrol capacity. We felt that if we 
Could do it, then it was possible for others 
travelling somewhat lighter 


Did you have many crews that ram Into 
problems relating to this during the rally ? 
Very little. We set up a special passage 
control at Ain Salah to check that people 
were carrying the requisite amount of water 
before the start of the real desert and we 
were not going to let them through without 
it. Food is not so important, but water is 
essential for survival. 


Were you Impressed or otherwise with the 
general standard of preparation of the crews 
entered ? 

I was alarmed in some cases as to how little 
preparation had been done. Let's not mention 
Anyone by name, but obviously some were 
very. very professionally prepared and some 
were just awful 

Did you think that crews getting lost would 
actually prove a problem during the event ? 
All along I had thought that it would prove 
a problem with crews getting lost and straying 
from the official route. We had taken as many 
precautions as possible to prevent this. For 
example, we had prepared a road book which 
1 must say in all modesty was the best road 
book prepared for any rally anywhere in the 
world. We had even gone so far as to mark 
some of the desert markers in the Sahara with 
fluorescent paint s0 that they could be picked 
out easily at night. On as many occasions as 
possible we had air cover to make quite 
Sure that mo one got left behind and we 
lused sweep vehicles to cover the route after 
the rally and bring aid to stranded rally 
cars. We had briefed people on the problems 
and had tried to impress upon them that 
they should treat the desert with respect. 
To try and make sure that even in the open 
areas of the desert it was possible to choose 


the correct route, we had listed compass 
bearings in addition to the navigational. in- 
structions In the road book. Even then, some 
Cars appeared at the start without compasses, 

Basically it was a very simple route; if 
you are going down to Tamanrasset, you’ are 
going south s0 that if your compass reads 
‘West, then there is something seriously wrong. 
It was really much easier to follow the cor 
rect route in the desert than one was led £0 
believe before the rally started, unless, of 
course, new roadworks or sandstorms obliter- 
ated the orginal tracks. 


You had made special arrangements with the 
timing of the event so that the particularly 
difficult places should be passed in tho day- 
time? 

That fs correct. The whole format of the 
rally when T got down to setting the times for 
the sections was conceived so that the diffi- 
cult and dangerous places should be tackled 
by the competitors in daylight, During the 


event itself, particularly on the return leg 
from Kano, I did hold the competitors in 
Arlit, Niger, so that they could tackle an 


area in daylight that had proved difficult to 
them on the way south, Therefore, I held 
them again in Tamanrasset so that the next 
area, Hirhafok to In-Amenas, which I con- 
sidered to be dangerous, could be tackled the 
next morning when they were relatively fresh. 
‘They would also have the whole of the day to 
traverse what I thought was the worst part 
of the rally 


Did you think that the rally was too tough 
for the majority of the competitors ? 

[wish that you hadn't asked that question in 
quite that way. If you had asked whether I 
thought that the rally was too tough, 1 would 
have said no.” But I did think ‘that the 
majority of competitors were not prepared for 
the severity of the Sahara, When the lack 
of works entries became apparent, we eased 
ff the time schedules considerably and I think 
that this was proved to be correct. If you 
take the longest section of the rally, the 
1,090 kilometres from Adrar to Tamanrasset, 
we eventually allowed 15 hours for that 
Section and the fastest car on the rally did it 
in 15h 21m, so you can see that we were 
not too far out on our timing. If you take 
any considerable section of the rally, our 
estimate of the driving time was never very 
far out. There were, of course, certain sec~ 
tions which I put in which were totally im- 
possible for anyone to clean, even for the 
Mikkolas and Makinens of this world, and 
as we expected, the competitors in What were 
by then quite tired cars were late on them. 
Where were these sections ? 

These were principally in Europe after the 
rally had left Africa. When we got to Turkey, 
quite a few of the sections were impossible 
to drive in the time allowed and though we 
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didn’t have much in Greece, in Yugoslavia we 
revived an old Liege-Sofia-Liege section from 
Cetinje up to the coast and this proved im- 
possible to everyone— very encouraging to 
those of us who remember the Liege 

If the rally had not been so decimated in the 
Sahara, would these have provided a fighti 
finish for the rally? 

If there had been a few minutes 
the leaders, or inded separating 
anyone, after they had Come out of the desert, 
then the roads in Turkey, in particular, would 
have been a very hard struggle for them. 
What changes, li any, would you make with 
the benefit of hindsight ? 

For the event that has just run, 1 would make 
very, very few changes for I think that the 
ally ran technically very well indeed. All 
long, even at the drivers’ briefing. I was 
telling competitors that if we had mis-cued 
on times or there were climatic problems, 
then we were on hand in Tamanrasset to 
change the timing or, indeed, the format of 
the rally. { think that this proved to be the 
exact place where such decision had to be 
made. 

‘AS @ purist from the competitor's point of 
view, I would like to have had only the five 
cars at the finish which visited Kano, but 
this would not have been a suitable spectacle 
for a commercial sponsor and the sport relies 
on commercial sponsorship. 

Is it possible for you to say, in the roundest 
of round figures, how much this UDT World 
Cup Rally cost to organise? 

About £100,000 less than the World Cup 
Rally of 1970 from London to Mexico! Let's 
put it somewhere between €150,000 and 
£175,000 but you must realise that we haven't 
totalled everything up yet so that I am really 
guessing 

Do you think that It Is possible to command 
this sort of money every four years (0 fun a 
marathon event of this kind ? 

Yes, 1 do. In particular, 1 think that with the 
sort of television coverage that We have re- 
ceived on this rally It is a very real possi 
bility. You must remember that we have run 
this event in the face of all the problems such 
as the fuel crisis, the three-day week, and 
the resultant cutback In the motor sport bud- 
gets of motor manufacturers, Thus the fact 
that this rally was a success is particularly 
gratifying, We had a smaller number of en: 
tries than 1 would have liked to give the 
sponsor value and it must be admitted that 
we received poor coverage in the national 
press here. However, we have had fantastic 
Coverage on television, both in this countey 
and abroad, and the press abroad has been 
Incredible, In all the countries that we visited, 
it has been superb. There has been enough 
good press coverage in Australia alone 
Justify’ the event, let alone the other 13 
countries that we visited. In Turkey, it pushed 
Kissinger off the front page of the newspapers 
while we even got on to the from page of 
the New York Times. 

Do you think that it is possible to convey to 
the general public the struggle and adventure 
implicit in this kind of rally? 

Yes, 1 do. Possibly one of the mistakes that 
we made was in not having an additional 
aircraft as a service to the press so as to 
get the human loterest stories back in the 
Hewspapers, but it is a difficult thing to decide 
to lay out around £10,000 to do it. The atmo- 
sphere in the desert and the things that hap- 
pened to the competitors were so tremendous 
that I think any pressman who went there 
would have been swept off his feet by the 
whole thing. Peter Riley who hasn't done any 
rallying since leaving BMC and Ford a few 
years ago and who was marshalling on the 
World Cup said that having seen it, there Is 
no way that he will ever marshal again; 
next time he will compete 

What is your own personal best reminiscence 
of the rally ? 

A feeling of complete terror when Gerty Sirley 
took his hands off the controls of Bill Parkin- 
son's aeroplane, Tango Mike, and told me 
that I was flying it. At the time we were just 
50 ft off the ground looking for cars and I was 
‘$0 scared that I could not remember whether 
to push or pull to get more altitude ! 

For me the whole rally was a pretty 
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dramatic experience. 1 suppose 
the Tamanrasset junction for 
when they were running

Smoother updated Fiat 132 


To the uninitiated, it might seem surprising 
that such a recent model as the Flat 132 has 
Iready been superseded by an up-dated 
version. Of all manufacturers, the Turin firm 
are probably the most astute in making 
exactly the right range of cars to satisty their 
customers, Yet, the 132 didn't hit the jack. 
pot. 


It was such a good idea, too. The object 
was to replace the well-loved 125 with a 
more modern car of greater luxury and more 
interior space. It was decided to g0 up. 
market a little, to increase the price gap 
between ig and the 124, but by sophisticated 
modern design a considerably larger and 
more impressive car was produced with an 
astonishingly small weight penalty 


‘As the car was powered by the excellent 
Fiat twin-cam engine, in 1600 ce and 1800 ce 
sizes, the performance had to be good. Some. 
how, ‘though, the resulting vehicle was rather 
an old man’s car, which discouraged the fast 
driver from exploiting its full possibilities, 
There was nothing really specific, but 
stability wasn't all that good at. maximum 
Speed, especially in side winds, while there 
was some roll and wallowing’ on. corners. 
The car actually held the road quite well but 
the steering didn’t inspire confidence for it 
‘was too light at speed and, much worse, far 
too heavy for parking, especially for women 
drivers. 

The brake pedal also had rather a long 
travel and the accelerator was too high in 
relation to it, the servo also tending to give 
too much assistance. Finally, reverse could 
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not always be found in a hurry, which could 
be embarrassing on occasion. 


Many cars are selling well with much more 
serious faults than: these, indeed the 132 had 
quite a good sales record. This was not 
enough for Gianni Agnelli, however, and he 
told the engineers to produce a new version 
with a far younger image. Mechanically, the 
steering was re-thought and was built round 
a new type of ball joint. The suspension 
underwent some subtle changes, notably by 
the provision of an anti-roll bar plus more 
powerful dampers, and a visible improvement 
of broad, low-profile. tyres 
A brake pedal with shorter 
travel was placed next to a lower accelerator 
pedal, encouraging heel-and-toe, while reverse 
gear was made easier to find 
The broad, low-profile tyres give the car 
& more agressive appearance and the body 
has been given a lower waistline with deeper 
windows—the rear window now gives a view 
right to the end of the luggage boot. for 
precise parking.

Something of a furore was created at Earls Court by 
a new, high-performance Vauxhall Firenza. The name 
Firenza now applies only to this car, the standard 
model, from which it is derived, being called the 
2.door Magnum coupé. 

The brake pedal is lowered for improved heel- 
and-toe, Cloth seats are standard and the car is fully 
equipped, including two pairs of Cibié rectangular 
halogen headlamps. There are many safety features, 
among which the Avon safety rims should be men- 
tioned. 

I was able to drive the new Firenza both on the 
road and on the Silverstone Grand Prix circuit. It’s 
a very pleasant car to drive with lots of performance 
having a genuine maximum in excess of 120 mph 
with 130 mph available under favourable conditions. 
I would say that the engine has more torque in the 
middie ranges than any of its competitors, which 
makes it quite unnecessary to use high revs on the 
gears. Bill Blydenstein has proved that Vauxhall 
engines can be run safely at over 7000 rpm, but I 
found no advantage in exceeding 6000 at Silverstone. 
Even if the revs drop as low as 4200, there is still a 
kick in the back available, and on the road the car 
accelerates lustily from 2000 rpm. 

The roadholding is really excellent and the car is 
very forgiving, cornering in perfect balance on full 
throttle with no wheelspin from the inside tyre. 1 
used third and fourth gears at Silverstone, the direct 
drive allowing the engine to reach peak revs on the 
straight. On the road, higher speeds can be reached 
on long straights by employing fifth, peak revs 
again being available, thanks to the low-drag body. 

‘Though the ride feels firm, it is not nearly as hard 
as that of some typical competition saloons. It is, 
in deed, remarkable how well the Firenza handles 
on a racing circuit while retaining a ride that most 
people would accept without comment for ordinary 
family touring. The level of wind noise is outstand- 
ingly low, as one would expect, and the big tyres 
are not noisy. The engine has full air silencing and is 
not noticeably noisier mechanically than the standard 
unit, 

‘The Vauxhall Firenza is a fast car with outstanding 
roadholding and handling qualities. It is sensibly 
designed to contain as few special parts as possible, 
so any Vauxhall dealer is likely to have the bit you 
need. Though the chassis design is strictly orthodox, 
the aerodynamic efficiency of the front of the body is 
sure to start a fashion. It would have been unthink- 
able for Vauxhall Motors to build such a car only 
a few years ago, which shows how the image of the 
company is changing. Let it change right back to the 
days when Vauxhall had a Grand Prix team and built 
the 30/98, the greatest sports car of them all!

Gerry Marshall’s fiftieth 
Vauxhall Firenza victory 


A. round of the British Simoniz Special 
Saloon Car Championship was featured at 
Mondello Park on Sunday, June 16; in con- 
trast to previous bonanza years, MG Car Club 
‘only managed to attract two Superloons for 
the over 1300 ce class in which Gerry Marshall 
celebrated his 50th win in the DTV Vauxhall 
Firenza, beating Nick Whiting’s All Car Equipe 
Escort by 2.2 8, Whiting being closely 
harried all the way by Mattie McNamara in 
the Super Size Escort. Paul Taft took his 
Motorspeed of Birmingham Mini to a good 
win in the 1300 ce race, but his team mate 
Freddie Heaney had an unlucky return to Irish 
racing, being well shunted out of the race 
only a few hundred yards after the start! 

‘Modsports must now be reckoned as one 
of the most competitive of all classes in Irish 
racing, of the five races held to date we have 
‘seen four winners and on this occasion it was 
Amie Black first past. the chequer. 
missed practice Don Kissane, 
first two races, was on the back of the grid, 
but after the very first corner he was already: 
up to fifth, after Liam Plower, Arnie Black, 
P. J. Fallon and John Gale, and trying des 
perately to take Gale. Fallon dropped. back 
with a slipping clutch and the hard-trying 
Black eventually wore down Plower to take 
the lead on lap 8 and go on to a 3.6 s win. 
Kissane failed to pass Gale, Brian Tuite 
finished a lone fifth ahead of Liam Walker, 
with the Spitfire of seventh man Mick Fitz: 
simmons the only non-Spridget in the twelve 
car field; while again the unlucky Fallon 
failed to finish, retiring on lap 7. 

With JCB sponsorship, the vintage and 
historic car fans expect bigger interest_ this 
year. The 7-lap handicap went to Tony 
Shattock’s 1936 BMW 319 from Dickie Lovell- 
Butt in the glorious-sounding blown MG K3 
monoposto and David Dunn in the smoking 
1929, 4J-litre Bentley. 

Instead of trying to lead Richie Heeley all 
the way in the Super Sports race, Eddie Regan 
tried different tactics by giving him chase 
instead and hoping to turn the tables on 
Heeley for once on the last lap. But it was 
not to be for there was no way past the 
Capital Tea Gryphon C73/4 and Regan 
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finished 1.2 s down in second spot 


Derek 
Shortall made jt a 1-2-3 for Andy Diamond's 
creations by taking a good third in his Mr 


Snip C4A; and Mike Martin (U2 Mk 14) and 
Richie Conroy (C73/4) took the U2 Mk 11B 
of Pat Woods on lap 4 to fill the next two 
places, Woods falling back to seventh behind 
the similar U2 of David Manley. 

‘A shunt following the start of the up to 
1300 cc Simoniz saloon round eliminated the 
Minis of Freddie Heaney and John Deery, and 
out front the order was Conor Linehan from 
David Yeates, Stee Griffin and Paul Taft, 
with the expected challenge from David Hall 
not materialising as the rear shockers on his 
T-litre Imp went all. solid. There was a 
dramatic change on lap 8 as Griffin took 
Yeates and Taft shot out in front to lead the 
race. Once in front Taft rapidly pulled out 
good lead, Linehan's Longman-engined Mini 
sowed with a holed manifold and Griffin, 
despite being almost without braking power, 
‘went into second on lap 12. Taft, running a 
cylinder head that Griffin Engineering had 
worked on for four grinding hours following 
2 practice problem, scored an impressive 125 
win over Griffin on his first Mondello drive, 
Linehan just had a second to spare over 
Yeates, all in 1300 Minis: and Mo Mendham 
in his I-litre Mini and Hall found themselves 
Inpped. 

‘Nick Whiting led the over 1300 cc Simoniz 
round for just one lap, and once in front 
there was just no catching the wheel-lifting 
and/or sideways Vauxhall Firenza of Gerry 
Marshall, who had 22 s to spare over Whiting 
at the end of 15 laps. Matte McNamara was 
in more exuberant form than usual to chase 
Whiting to within 0.2 s, the two Escort-FVC's 
never more than a few feet apart throughout 
the race. Rosemary Smith's Escor-FVC was 
shunted at Shell on the opening lap, Jay 
O'Malley's Vauxhall Viva hitting. the offside 
rear of the Unwins Seeds car, after himself 
being bashed up the rear by the Escort of 

Graham. Both O'Malley and Graham were 
the only others in this six-car race, and they 
both dropped a lap. “Its not a quick car” said 
Gerry of the DTV Blydenstein Firenza, and 
after being slagged about his 17 stone weight, 


he added—" it takes a big hammer to drive 
a twelve inch nail” (referring to the car, of 
course), with due apologies to DTV and 
Biydenstein! 

‘Only two drivers really mattered in the 
Formula Ford race, Jim Sherry and Garry 
Gibson in a pair of Crossle 25F's, While most 
of the others went on their usual spinning 
and nose bashing way, Gibson and Sherry 
engaged in a wheel to wheel dice for the lead 
which Bnally went to Sherry on lap 13. Gib- 
son was held up by a backmarker in his 
efforts to take Sherry at the flag, with just 
02 8 between them. Derek Daly’ finished a 
lonely third in the Super Glide Lotus 61M, 
with Trevor Templeton equally well back in 
his Lotus 69F, while Eddie Jordan recovered 
well from an early spin to finish fifth in his 
Crossle 20F. 

‘The Formula Atlantic grid provided the 
unusual sight of Patsy McGarrity’s Chevron 
B25 at the very back, having missed practi 
and for the second meeting in a row Jay 
Pollock was not there with the Desmond Mack 
Crossle 22F. McGarrity served notice that he 
‘was really determined to rapidly make up for 
his lowly grid position by screaming up to 
fourth place on the first lap, behind Des 
Donnelly (March 73B), Nelson Todd (Chevron 
B20) and Ken Fildes in the Super Glide Lotus 
69. He took Fildes on the next lap, on lap 3 
he was second and on lap 4 the race was over 
to all intents and purposes as McGarrity swept 
to the lead to pull well away from Donnelly

Dave 
Walker, who last drove at this circuit in the 
1972 GP for GLTL in the Lotus 72, soon got 
to remember his way around again and showed 
what an improvement Obermoser's exotic 
bodywork modifications have made with a very 
competitive third best time of 3m 65 
Alpine-Renault looked like being the favourite 
chassis to repeat their first rotund win when 
Elf's number two driver Alain Serpagei set 
the fourth fastest time the same as Walker's. 
Alain Cudini had been on hand all weekend 
and was hoping to drive the car and repeat 
his first round victory, but looked a bit fed 
up when Serpaggi arrived to drive the car 
at the last minute on Saturday 

The first Abarth on the grid was that driven 
by Chris Craft who set a best of 3 m 72 5, 
the only Abarth driver not to have problems 
on Saturday. Bell had gone out with high hopes 
of repeating his Friday performance, but only 
managed 2 couple of laps before retiring to the

Proving to be really competitive and an. ex- 
Eiting new entry into 2-litre racing. Although 
the project has been, up to now, an entirely 
private self-supported engine, Chrysler-Simca 
have now decided that it is worth backing 
and are rumoured to be helping financially 
from now on so we should be hearing a lot 
more of this set up. 

Ian Grob headed the eighth row, the first 
of the “second string" runners with a best
